ALUMNI | 


Mr. Ralph Gossage, a 1916 junior, who gave up his work tem- 
porarily to offer his help in the War, is. still engaged in relief camp 
work for the Belgian refugees, under the auspices of the War Victims’ 
Relief Committee of the Society of Friends. He writes from Holland 
as follows: 


“You will be interested to learn that I have found my real place here in 
organizing a reading, writing and amusement room for the Belgians at Nunspeet. 
The Dutch officials have co-operated by furnishing a large ‘zaal’ which will accom- 
modate 400 to 600 people. They have lighted it, given seating and table capacity 
and proper furnishing for 300 to 350 people. With the aid of various English 
people and their means, we have brought together many Flemish, Dutch and French 
papers, also several hundred illustrated English magazines. Writing paper, ink, 
and pens are all furnished free. About 150 letters and as many or more post cards 
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are written each evening ‘zaal Pauline’ is open. By separating amusement and 
reading-writing divisions from each other, we are able to have fairly reasonable 
conditions for reading and writing. The amusement division is open Wednesday 
and Saturday evenings. Monday evening is devoted to reading and writing alone. 

“Many gifts of games for the amusement of Belgians have come to us. Our 
work rooms have also turned out almost an equal number, so that it would be safe 
to say we now have about 50 to 60 games—many large ones— for passing the 
hours more cheerfully. 

“Every second Wednesday concerts by an orchestra of Belgians are given 
in the amusement division. We have a good piano, also a phonograph with about 
80 good records. A drawing and painting table, as well as a clay-modeling table, 
find a useful place. Our room for the Boy Scouts or ‘Padfinder Kamer’ was warmly 
praised by Baron von Pallandt, who is the Baden-Powell for Holland.” 


Mr. Samuel Tsu-yung Seng (1916), writes from Boone Univer- 
sity Library, Wuchang, China, as follows: 

“T have been asked to give a series of lectures on the various aspects of the 
library work in some of the leading cities, like Peking, Tientsin, Shanghai, Nanking, 
and Hankow. You know that the American Library Association has given all its 
exhibit at the Panama Exposition to the Chinese Young Men’s Christian Association 
and I am going to use most of this material in these lectures. At first I shall lecture 
to the Chinese of the learned class and through them reach the uneducated mass, 
for the library work is too technical for the latter to appreciate. It will afford 
me great opportunity of reaching the prominent and influential people and getting 
their support in this new movement.”
